Colorow did not con-v 


sent to give up the Indians against, whom 
the warrants were issued, but said he 
would leaveihe country as soon as possible. 
He required fifteen days for tljis purpose, 
as he had to|gather In his herds or horses 
and sheep and drive them to the reserva- 
tion, which was ov.er one hundred miles 
distant. 
He would be obliged to travel 


slowlv on account of his herds and his 
wounded. 


About August 17, Kendall returned to 


Meeker and reinforced his posse to about 
fifty men and again started out, disregard- 
Ing the assuranpe that 
had beet} given 


Colorow thitf he would be allowed the 
fifteen days In which to reach the reserva- 
tion. The 'sheriff expressed the opinion 
that Colorow only wanted time io which 
to gather reinforcements. 
On the "22d a 


force of Colorado militia arrived at Meeker 
with orders to assist Sheriff Kendall in the 
execution of his processes. 
On the same 


day the sheriff requested the commanding 
officer at Meeker to sendi a hundred men 
down the White river to the Blue'moun- 
tains for the purpose of intercepting; tlte 
Indians, who were en route to their reser- 
vation. 
The troops were despatched as 


requested and were joined on the 24th by 
Kendall and'his possed, now numbering 
about eighty men. 
On this date an Inter- 


view was had with the smi of Colorow in 
which it was agreed that mailers should 
remain as they were until the "big white 
chief" should arrive. 
By this agreement 


the Indians understood that they would be 
allowed to continue their march unmo- 
lested to their reservation. 


During a heavy storm of ruin and hail 


which came on during' ihe night, the In- 
dians moved doXvn the river about twenty- 
five miles to a point, as they believed, on 
the Uncompagre reservation and went into 
camp, turning out tbeir ponies to graze on 
the neighboring hills. 
The whites started 


In pursuit and struck the Indian camp as 
they were preparing breakfast. 
They bad 


believed themselves perfectly secure; ttu 
sentinels or runners were on the watch, 
and the whites attained a position on [he 
bluffd without a la nn Ing the Indians.

The whites justify their attack on 


the ground that the Indians broke f a i t h 
with them in leaving their camp. The In- 
dians were finally induced 'by Lieutenant 
Burnett (who had arrived on the scene. 
accompanied by about 150 superbly ;irme<i 
and mounted wsirrlers from the 
Ounty 


agency, and who became wildly excited 
when theytyeardof the threatened invasion 
of their territory, and urged him to go 
with them to learn the cause of 
the' 


trouble) to go lo the agency, although 
loath to do so, without a large part uf 
their stock, which had been seized. When 
the troubles began they had between ,300 
and 400 horses acd about 2,500 headj of 
sheep and goats. Of the' horses 74 were 
taken bv the State to mount their troop?.' 
Muny more were taken by Kendall and his 
posse. From the outset, continues the re- 
port, with but one slight interruption, the 
Indians were pursued incessantly, and in 
every case the whites were the aggressors 
and fired first. Colorow had no desire to 
fight and made use of his weapons in self 
defence, only for the protection of his 
women and children and his herds. 
Dur- 


ing the whole time, including the fight of 
""August 2oth, five Indians died of wounds, 
one buck, two boys and two 'Small girls. 
Seven others Were wounded, one, perhaps, 
fatally. 
It was extremely fortunate, says 


the report, that Lieutenant Burnett ar- 
rived upon the scene of action as' he hid. 
as there can be no doubt that'his presence 
saved the lives of KeudalKs entire party 
artd prevented a serious outbreak. 


The report says that there is no question 


that the warrants coutd have been served 
without difficulty had their service been 
properly undertaken. Up to September 
15 all of the stock lost by the Indians—12o 
horses—had been returned to them.

The Ute Troubles. 


i OFFICAL REPORT OF OENER4L CROOK. 
| The secretary of the interior has re- 
ceived, through the war department, a 
report from Brigadier General Crook, 
commanding the department .of the Platte, 
on the recent Ute Indian troubled in 
Qarfield county, Colorado. 


The report shows that the trouble arose 


from attempts made by Colorado officials 
to serve warrants on certain Ute Ind ana 
for alleged stealing of horses and for 
violations of the State game laws. 
The 


report states that It is the custom of 
certain men living- in Qarfield county to 
buy horses of the Indians and then regain 
possession of the 
money by playing 


"monte," or some other gambling game. 
The horses alleged to have been stjolen 
were either bought frqm the Indians or 
won In this way. While stoutly protesting 
: their Innocence of the theft, the Indians 
gave the parties two other horses in i lieu 
of those wbieh they ha^ been oblige^ to 
surrender to the alleged rightful owners. 
Warrants were, however, issued for: the 
arrest of two of the Indians lor horse- 
stealing and for twelve others for viola- 
tions of the game lawa. Of this last 
offense, the report saya, the Indians were un- 
doubtedly guj ty. Game Warden Burnett, 
to whom the warrants-were issued, with a 
posae of seven teen men, went to the cimp 
on the,north fork of White river, and, 
witbout Attempting to explain his object
